An ample appropriation has been made to cover 
the loss arising from bad debts, and to preside 
against deficiencies from doubtful aseeta, The 
Profit and Loss account has likewise been 
with $10,000, in reduetion of the amount et the 
debit of Bank premises.

rofit, amounting to $93,355.78, from which the 
Directors have made an addition of $69,000 to the 
rest, thus inereasing that fand to $900,000, and 
leaving a balance of $33,806.78 to be carried far- 
ward at the credit of the Profit and Lose aceeout.
